Experiment in th~o past prove that 
rho nitrate is a valuable tup dressing Cor 
whcut load oat-;, a Iiundredweifrlifc of 
tho uifrut'j p:-r aero prodiu-ing tin in- 
crease in fiio eropof IS l.ashels per acre 
in v.-heat and from four to fivo a&ckis iu 
oats. Amusements an; being made tn 
fond lo a largo number of promiiioni 
farmers iu various parts of thirt.couutry 
n, Kuiiicieut quantify of uitrato to ferti- 
lize an acre of land, in order that the 
results may bo compared -with other fer- 
tilizers used in adjoining ground. Sev- 
eral cargoes of uitrato will bo sont hero 
from Chile for this purpose. — New York 
World.

Pastor Dobbins of the Lincoln Paris 


Baptist church inaugurated n beautiful 
new feature in his services on Sunday.

A OREAT CONTEST. 


The greatest contest between organ- 
ed capital and organized labor in this 
• any other country is now being 
aged. The railroad companies are 
•rayed on the one side and the men 
ho run the railroads on the other. 
he boycott declared by the American 
ailway Union against the Pullmans 
~s involved all the railroads in the 
nited States, Canada and Mexico on 
hich Pnllcnan cars arc run for the 
ccommcdatiou of the public. 
All 


oads running into tho principal cities 
•om thd Aileghauies to the Pacific 
cean are tifl up. 
In California everything is at a 
tandstill. 
This 
might 
have been 


verted by blight concessions on the 
art of the railroad managers and em- 
loyes. '£ha men had no grievance 
igainst the railroad companies. Their 
ght was with Pullman, and if the 
'oads had decided to run mail, paesen- 
er and freight trains until the Pull- 
»an trouble was settled, there would, 
rf course, be 110 interruption and no 
inconvenience 1o the public, except 
hat caused to travelers who prefeired 
allman's to ordinary coaches and had 


money to pay for their c-hoice. Tie 
•ailroad company deiided to run LO 
.rains unless Piilluiuns were attached 
j8 usual, and the men refused to make 
np or handle tralun with Pullmans. 
Both the company aud the employes 
had a right to do what they did, but C. 


Huutiiigtun, President of the South- 
i Pacific, ordered the men who re- 


fused 
to hanr-Io Pullman cars dis- 


charged. That ho bad a right to do 
this will not be uifcp ited, but when the 
brakemori who 
» fused to handle the 


cars were disuhu-ged their associates 
in the Union rel'u. 9d to work and all 
travel on the line,, of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company coused. 


So far neither the railroad company 


nor the members of the Union have 
violated tho law, though it must be 
admitted that the company could have 
run m'til, passenger and freight tniiut 
if it desired to do so. Now if the com- 
pany can get men to take the places of 
the strikers its right to do so cannot 
be questioned, but tho moment it suc- 
ceeds iu doing so the strike is failure. 


Very many who have boon opposed 


to government ownership of railroads- 
are changing their opinions. During 
the industrial crusade United State.- 
Marshals and United States troops 
were culled iuto requisition to prevent 
violence on several roads. Now a gen- 
eral striko which stops all communica- 
tion over the great railroads is on. The 
Superintendent of the Railway Muii 
Service warned tho president of tht 
American Railway Union that if mail 
trains .ire interfered with the Govern- 
ment will be compelled to proceed 
against the strikers. He was assured 
that the Union had no desire to inter- 
fere in any way with the mails. Nov 
the Superintendent of the Mail Servici 
to be jnst and iuip.irtiul should inforn 
the railroad companies that 
unless- 


they forward the mails the Governmen1 
will proceed against ihe roads. If tht 
Union men will handle mail trains 
there is no excuse for not running 
them, and the Government should set 
that they aro dispatched. Iu this con- 
test between organized labor and 
(XiYuulzed capital the United States 
Government should act impartially, 
and see that the mail trains are dis- 
patched so long as the roads sre in 
running order aud men are willing tc 
run the trains.

Debs issued his order from Chicago 
last night. The order to strike is the 
result of the discharge at Oakland last 
night of three brakemen who refused 
to go out on a train to which Pullman 
coaches were attached. 
The strike 


went into effect at midnight. 


This morning the tie-up at this end 


of the S. P. is all but complete. Even 
the S. P. ferry service across the bay ifc 
woefully crippled. The boats are run- 
uinp, but the company has been able to 
maintain only an intermittent train 
service connecting between boats and 
the suburbs of Oakland, Alameda, 
Berkely and other points across the 
bay. 


At9:!:0this morning no trains were 


running at all on the company's prin- 
cipal suburban line in Oakland. The 
result is that thousands of people who 
reside in the suburbs across the bay 
md are engaged in business here are 
forced to remain at home or walk lonp 
listances to reach the ferry boats- 
.Vlany living in more remote suburbs- 
are absolutely unable to reach the city. 
There is no doubt that the officials o! 
the S. P. are amazed at the remarkable 
strength cf the A. R. U. In an inter-

Debs of the American Railway Union 
that if the mail trains are interfered 
with the United Spates Government 
will be compelled to proceed against 
the strikers. Debs said that, the mem- 
bers of the Uaioa had no desire to 
come into conflict with the Govern- 
ment and none of the strikers will in- 
terfere in any way with the mails. He 
assured Mr. Troy that he would issue 
instructions to every point where the 
boycott is in operation that the mails 
mast be allowed to proceed. 


ST PAUL, June 29.—The Northern 


Pacific has not turned a wheel. From 
Livingston, Mont., where the trains 
have been delayed sixty hours, it is re- 
ported that some of the passengers are 
in want. The Wisconsin Central train 
arrived this morning with Pullmans 
placarded with notices: "Road under 
Goverament control, and interference 
will be punished by the United States 
Courts." Business on the Northern 
division of the Omaha road is sus- 
pended at Kansas City. The Santa Fe 
is running out passenger trains with 
Pullmans to-day. There was no at- 
tempt to move freights. 


ST. Louis, June 29—The discharge of 


a Missouri Pacific boss switchmen for 
refusal to handle Pullman cars will re- 
sult in a complete tie-up of the Mis- 
souri Pacific & Iron Mountain road, in- 
deed, of the entire Gould Southwestern 
system. President Debs has oeeu re- 
quested to order the entire Gfuld 
Southwestern system tied up unless 
the man is reinstatpd.

tor. These electrical currents move in 
spirals.

facing the north magnetic pole of tbe 
earth. With your pencil begin at the 
oole and nuk? circles to the ruht, 
with the s-in, as you face the latter aud 
eat,h circle nearer the equator. Not a 
complete circle but a coat inuoas line 
called a spiral. The electricity coming 
from space moves with that system of 
circles which ara called r'ght handed 
spirals. 


Now fare the south pole of a terres- 


trial globe or imagine yourself off and 
facing the south po.e of the earth and 
this time draw a left-handed spiraJ. 
Begin atr the south magnetic pole and 
circle from ri<jht to left, with the sun 
as you fdt:e it, never lifting the pencil, 
each circle neariug the earth's equator 
and you will have the left-handed 
sp'ral, the movement of the electrical 
current in the earth's surface as it 
comes from space and nears the earth's

THK GREAT BOYCOTT. 


The Most Extensive One on Record. 
The boycott declared against the 


Pullman Car Company by the Ameri- 
can Bail way Union is the most exten- 
sive on record. From the Atlantic f o 
tbe Pacific, and from the Canadian Pa- 
cific to the Mexican Central, wherever 
Pulhnaii cars are run, the roads are 
blockaded as effectually as they ever 
had been by snow slides, land Elide?, 
cyclones or floods. 


The cause of the boycott, as hereto- 


fore stated, was a cut in the wages of 
the employes of the Pullman Company. 
Though rent?, water and gas rates had 
been advanced by the company in tbe 
town of Pullman, the wages of the 
workmen had been reduced. The lat- 
ter, it appears have membership in the 
American Eailway Union. This organ- 
ization, according to the best informa- 
tion attainable by non-members, is a 
federation of all the Unions of railway 
employes in the United States and 
Canada. Heretofore there were a dozen 
or mere of suc.h organizations; now 
they are amalgamated iu*o one. It ex- 
tends to all parts of the country anr 
its first fight was with the Great North 
era Railway a few weeks ago, and i 
achieved a signal victory. 


The Union took up the cause of th 


Pullman workmen and endeavored to 
get the company to submit the ques 
tions at issue to arbitration. 
Tbe 


company, through its Superintendent 
refused, and the Union decided to 
boycott the Pullman coaches on every 
road on which they are used. The 
Union, at the inauguration of the boy- 
cott, had no complaint against tbe rail- 
roade, but tho members positively 
refused to handle the Pullman cars 
This action has caused complications 
ivbich are resulting in general strikes. 
Some of the railroad companies refuse 
to run mail or passenger trains unless 
the Pullmans are attached. The mem- 
bers of the Union will not move such 
trains, although willing to run all 
trains not made up wholly or in part of 
Pullmans. The result is greut iucou 
venience to the public, as neither mails 
uor passengers are carried over many 
of the roads. Tbi?, of course, is lor the 
purpose of creating a public sentiment 
against the boycotters.

It will bo time lost for 
him. 
Hf< may have all the other quali- 


tif.-s that would make him a ^access at 
anything fl-'o, but nuless he has that 
peculiar and indefinable ability to get 
along well with all sorts and conditions 
of men, which is called diplomacy for 
want of a better term, he had better 
ko( p otr the slueping cars and take up 
Kj'in-chiijg easier, such as law, medicine 
or tho ministry. 
- 


Few of tho thousands who nightly 


sleep at the rate of 40 miles an hour or 
thereabouts realize how well the man 
who lui-, charge of the car in which they 
• i.-op liH)k(i after their comfort directly 
.Did iinlin-ctly. I'hny think it is all the 
v, ork of tho porter, whom they reward 
accordingly v«th tip.«. The conductor 
doesn't get many tips. He has tho re- 
sponsibility, which is a poor substitute, 
a'ld ho Was his wages, which are good 
wage.-, to bo sure, but he earns all that 
ho gets. If ho thinks ho doesn't get 
enough, thorn aro hundreds of others 
ready nnd eager to take his place. 


"Dtiritig this year, " says an official 


of the Wagner Car company, "we have 
had, 
I Bhould say, clo^o to a thousand 


rejected applicants for evpry one accept- 
ed. Tlio tests, though not iruubound as 
to form, aro pretty rigid. In the first 
place, the candidate must have letters of 
rncoiumcudaliou. If these aro saisfacto- 
ry, ho makes out an application blank, 
which gives us somo idea of his educa- 
tional limitations. This being satisfac- 
tory, hi- is talked to by some ono of the 
officers and told to return in a day or 
two, 
whf-n he has another consultation 


with other officials who put to him such 
qiit")tion.-> (is they desire. 


' 'In thi:i way wo get some inkling of 


thu man's personality — whether ho is 
of good appearance, intelligent, polite, 
easy in manner and of good address. 
These uro very important matters, unci 
many candidates otherwise qualified 
fail here. The successful candidate goes 
on tho waiting list, and when his turn 
comes ho is f-ent ont under the care o) 
soino old conductor to learn tho ropef, 


"First, last and all the time ho is in- 


s ti tided t o bo courteous to his passengers 
and attentive to their wants. Often a 
man IV.il^, fov some unforeseen cause, to 
become^, good conductor after ho has 
been tried. Really first class men aro 
hard to get, but we keep on trying can- 
didates until wo find tho right one. On 
entering our employ tho man is required 
to fumi'-'h bonds for $500. Our men are 
usually bonded by a security company. 
They gefc from $75 to $100 a month 
wages and from this buy their own uni- 
forms. ' ' 


Having secured bonds, u uniform and 


experience, the candidate becomes a full 
fledged conductor. Here his troubles bo 
gin. 
His duties uro many, but he soon 


gets used to those. He must in the first 
place look after the sleeping car tjfcets, 
and ut night must take tho train ticket.} 
iis well, handing them over to the train 
conductor in the morning. Then he must 
look after tha car in general, keep an 
eye on tho porters, apportion tho berths 
properly, a nowise easy matter some- 
times, and sco that the temperature and 
atmo-.phere of tho cars are all right. 


He must bo up and moving at every 


station where passengers aro likely to 
board the train, answer any number of 
questions bo prepared to take charge of 
matters in case of breakdown or other 
accident, furnishing a full report later 
to the company, sec that tho passengers 
are all informed of the whereabouts of 
tho dining car in tho morning, wake 
them up in time, act as arbitrator in 
cases of difficulty between passenger and 
passenger or between passenger and 
por- 


ter and do a thousand other little things 
that cause wear and tear on his brain. 


Bat these aro not tho matters thai 


bother him. It is the personal t-ccen 
trleitierf of the passengers themselves 
whicli turn tho conductor's hair gray. 
Some one onco haul that to know a man 
as ho really is you must travel with 
him. 
A conductor will tell you that to 


know a man as ho really oughtn't to be 
you mw-t travel with him in a sleeping 
car. 
In general, those who travel by 


night may bo divider! into three elusse.s: 


First — Those who plcep themselves 


and let other people sleep. 


Second — Tho«e who pleep th 


and keep other people awake. 


Third — Those who don't sleep them 


selves nnd won't let anybody el^e pleop 


It might bo supposed that there is one 


other class — viz, these who lie awake 
themselves and let other people sleep — 
but these specimens are so rare as not to 
form a claijr;. They are abnormal, like 
white crows or two headed calves. A 
Wagner conductor, who has grown gray 
in the service, says that he never knew 
bnt one nf this kind, and he was an iii- 
sano prisoner in charge of two officers. 
He fulfilled tho conditions because he 
was bound, gagged and shackled. —.New 
York 8uu.
